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FEDERAL GRAND JURY TO INVESTIGATE NEWS PRINT 


Department of Justice at Washington in Memorandum Says That Grand Jury in United States Court for 
Southern District of New York Is About to Begin an Inquiry into the Alleged Combination in Restraint 


of Trade in Print Paper—News Print Report Still Held Up—Major Part of Field Work 
in Paper Investigation Has Been Completed in East. 


Neither Bainbridge Colby nor Mark Hyman, special assistants 
of the United States Attorney General, who will conduct the 
grand jury investigation in the news print matter in the United 
States District Court for the southern district of New York, would 
discuss the matter Tuesday further than to say that they would 
be able to make a public statement Thursday morning. It was 
learned, however, that they will appear before the Federal grand 
jury Thursday and begin examining witnesses. 


To Start Grand Jury Inquiry in New York 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Wasuincton, D. C., February 12, 1917—Announcement was 
made here last Saturday at the Department of Justice that the 
federal grand jury in New York would start an investigation on 
the news print situation. This announcement was not a surprise, 
for a number of references have been made during the past couple 
of months in the Paper TrapE JourNAL to the effect that rumors 
were current here, backed by reliable authority, that such would 
be the case. Following is a memorandum that was given to the 
newspaper correspondents here at the Department of Justice, which 
officials of that department were very emphatic in saying was not a 
“statement.” 

“It was stated at the Department of Justice to-day that the fed- 
eral grand jury of the Southern District of New York is about to 
begin an inquiry into the alleged combination in restraint of trade 
in print paper. 

“Mr. Bainbridge Colby and Mr. Mark Hyman will be in imme- 
diate charge of the inquiry as special assistants of the Attorney 
General.” 

This announcement, brief as it is, confirms the rumors, as printed 
in the PAPER TRADE JOURNAL, that Mark Hyman would be in charge 
of the case, who, as before mentioned, was one of the leading 
“lights” in the government's case against the Eastman Kodak Com- 
pany some time ago. 

The investigation, which is about to be begun, it is said, is to 
ascertain whether or not there is or was a criminal conspiracy in 
restraint of trade in news print. 

In addition to the facts collected by the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion and to disclosures made at some of the hearings, the Depart- 
ment of Justice has obtained additional information which, it is 
understood, tends to show that the print paper manufacturers may 
have violated the anti-trust law in their operations. 

The grand jury investigation followed an announcement by the 
government “trust-buster,” Todd, and the Attorney General that 
they were aware of a “serious condition” in the paper trade and 
that any remedy which the law afforded would be applied at once. 

The investigation of the Department of Justice, which was not 
commenced until a few weeks ago, and at the practical conclusion 
of the Trade Commission’s hearings, has taken just about a month 
and has been under the personal direction of Mr. Hyman, whose 
headquarters have been in New York City. 

It is understood that this inquiry has been going on for some 
time, and of course the government officials have had a yreat mass 
of data at their disposal. This, it is said, and what they have 
found themselves, has been presented to the investigating grand 
jury, and a number of witnesses have already been examined. 

Officials at the Department of Justice to-day stated that they did 
not know when the grand jury would continve its work, stating 


that in all probability any announcements would be made in New 
York. 

The officials here also refused even to guess when any indict- 
ments would be handed down, if any are to be made at all. 


News Print Men to Go to Washington 


It became known here Tuesday that a number of news print 
paper manufacturers would be in Washington Wednesday to con- 
fer with officials of the Federal Trade Commission. 

Chairman Harris, of the commission did not deny when asked 
concerning the conference that the manufacturers would be here, 
but he said that they were coming of their own volition and not

It avas 
given out at the offices of the Commission that it was not sent out 
Monday because of the illness of one of the Commissioners.  |ol- 
lowing is the official statement issued by the Commission on Sat- 
urday : 

“The Federal Trade Commission announced to-day that Francis

days. This will not be a final report, as certain special phases of 
the investigation are still in progress under the direction of Mr. 
Heney, but will set forth findings and recommendations based on 
data gathered to date. 

“The Federal Trade Commission has had a corps of investigators 
at work on the news print situation for several months past and 
a mass of material has been gathered. The bulk of this data was 
turned over to the Department of Justice several weeks ago and 
further data will be supplied as fast as it is secured and collated. 

“Mr. Heney has a national, reputation as a lawyer and investi- 
gator and successfully prosecuted the Oregon land fraud and San 
Francisco graft cases.” 

It is said around Washington that the Trade Commission will 
report, among other things, that it has found that increases in news 
print prices within the year are from four to twenty times the ad- 
vance in production cost. It will say that there never has been an 
actual news print shortage, and that manufacturers have helped 
create a panic among the publishers by intimating there was one. 

It became known to-day that just before Commissioner Davies 
was taken sick last week, the Commission had practically arrived 
at the conclusions that should be drawn in the forthcoming report. 
This agreement was reached only after considerable discussion, 
because it is said that the only three Commissioners, Harris, Da- 
vies and Parry, have not been in entire agreement on this question. 
However, the conclusions had not been written out and it is said 
that, owing to the absence from the Commission of Mr. Davies, it 
was not thought wise to try and give out the report. An official 
of the Commission said to-day that he did not know when the 
report might be given out; it might be to-morrow and it might not 
be this week. 

It is understood that in the report the Commission will withhold 
some of the information that it had gathered because of the grand 
jury action that is being taken by the Department of Justice, so 
that the report will in no way hinder the work of the Department 
of Justice. 


Does Not Care to Pass on Contracts as Whole 

It became known to-day that one of the assistants to the Attor- 
ney General, Mr. Wallace, who last year handed down the opinion 
relative to paper contracts for the Government Printing Office, 
and whose resignation takes effect on March 1, has notified the 
Public Printer that he does not care to pass on a number of paper 
contracts now before him, that is, as a whole. 

It is said that he has notified the Public Printer that he will be 
glad to pass on individual cases, but that he will not hand down

Paper Investigators Return 


\ number of men who have been doing field work on the inves- 
tigation of the Federal Trade Commission into the book paper 
Situation have just returned. It is understood that there have 
been nearly fifty of the Commission’s men at work in the State 
of New York alone. 

lt is said that the major part of the field work has been done in 
New York, Baltimore, Boston and Philadelphia, and that none, or 
practically none, has been done in the West at all. Whether men 
will go West in the future on this work is not known. It is prob- 
able that no report will be made on this book paper investigation 
until the middle of the summer anyhow. 


Postal Card Paper Orders 


Owing to the fact that the Post Office Department, for a time, 
had to purchase postal card paper on the open market, a different 
kind paper was used, and therefore the following notice had to 
be sent to employees of the service by the department: 


“Postmasters and employees of the postal service are notified 
that, owing to the condition of the paper market, the department 
found it ne y to issue a quantity of l-cent postal cards printed 
on paper bought in the open market, which is of whiter color 
and somewhat rougher finish than the regular issue. The card is 
3% x 5% inches in dimensions, and the stamp design is the same 
as the regular No. 8 card bearing the head of Jefferson, but the 
printing is not quite so clear. 

“The purpose of this notice is to enable the postal service to 
recognize the card as genuine.” 


Tests at U. S. Paper Laboratory 


The paper laboratory of the Bureau of Standards last month 
tested 248 paper samples, of which 136 were for the Public Printer, 
111 for executive departments here, and one for an outside party. 

During the month, according to the report made by F. C. Clark, 
chief of the laboratory to the Director of the Bureau, a represent- 
active of a concern manufacturing paper for the government vis- 
ited the section. He desired to discuss, Mr. Clark says, the new 
paper specifications both for the Government Printing Office and 
for the Post Office Department. 

A representative also visited the section from a concern fur- 
nishing the rubber equipment used on paper machines. He was 
very much interested in looking over the experimental equip- 
ment of the paper section. 

The report states that a gentleman engaged on the problem of 
manufacturing paper from ground wood without the addition of 
sulphite pulp visited the laboratory to explain his methods and to 
endeavor to interest the section in his work. 


Study of American Paper Pulps 


A report of recent scientific study of paper pulps, particularly 
those of American manufacture, has been published by the United 
States Bureau of Standards as Technologic Paper No. 88. Sam- 
ples of pulps, each representing a different method of preparation, 
have been examined to determine their chemical properties. The 
loss in weight produced by reagents, causing hydrolysis and oxida- 
tion, and the gain in weight when nitrated have been determined 
with the same pulps. The effect of sunlight, temperature, and 
ozonized air on the chemical constants of ground wood has been 
ascertained. 

Much work has already been done both with the woods from 
which the pulps are produced and with the pulps themselves in 
studying the properties of the fibres and in seeking to find means 
of judging the paper-making value by laboratory tests in advance. 
The results are scattered over a wide range of chemical literature, 
and for the most part are concerned with pulps produced in other 
countries. The present work has been carried out chiefly with 
typical American pulps produced by the several well-known meth- 
ods in order to ascertain their chemical characteristics as far as 
possible with the few reliable quantitative methods available.

Katamazoo, Mich., February 14, 1917.—The biggest industrial 
banquet ever held in western Michigan has just been held in this 
city. The Bryant Paper Company was host to its 1,200 employees. 
Inability to find a banquet hall large enough to accommodate the 
entire company at one sitting made it necessary to entertain 600 
on Friday evening and 600 Monday evening. 


Human Relationship Association. 


The feature that made the event one of real importance in the 
industrial life of this city was the presentation of plans for the 
organization of the Human Relationship Association of the Bryant 
Paper Company. It is designed to promote the welfare of the em- 
ployees on the one hand and to insure safety and greater efficiency 
on the other hand. 

The rules and regulations have been worked out by a committee 
consisting of 35 to 40 officers and employees of the company, and 
their drafting has consumed several months of careful considera- 
tion. These provisions were read at both gatherings, and while 
no formal action was taken as to their adoption, it was announced 
that the association is an assured fact and that the organization 
will be perfected in a short time. 

The plans were presented by John A. Ross, who spoke on the 
subject, “Organization.” He prefixed his remarks with the state- 
ment that the effort for a successful organization had the backing 
of Frank H. Milham, president of the Bryant Paper Company, 
and that Mr. Milham was authority for the statement that the 
company would co-operate to the fullest extent in making the 
proposed organization a success. 


Officers to Be Chosen from Mill Workers. 


The Human Relationship Association is to be organized with a 
full quota of officers and directors, these being chosen from among 
the officials and mill workers. It is planned that the executive 
board will be made up of a representative from every department 
of the big mill. 

There are to be two classes of members, beneficiary and non- 
beneficiary. Both classes share alike in the social advantages of 
the body, but only the former will derive any of the benefits from 
the proposed sick and accident fund. This fund is to be raised 
by a bi-monthly payment of 25 cents for each beneficiary member. 
These payments are to continue until there are $1,000 in the fund. 
Then they cease until the fund sinks to $800, when they are re- 
newed. 

One dollar per day for a period not exceeding 13 weeks each 
half year will be paid for sick and accident benefits, these pay- 
ments in the case of sickness to begin after one week’s illness. 
All benefits are to be passed on by a duly constituted board, and 
the discovery of fraud to secure payment will bar the guilty per- 
son from future participation, until she or he has been reinstated. 
A burial fund of $100 is to be paid on the death of any member. 


Both Banquets Big Successes. 


Both banquets were a success socially. In the absence of Presi- 
dent Frank H. Milham, his assistant, James H. Wright, introduced 
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Col. E. M. Irish, member of the board of directors, as toastmaster 
for the evening. Addresses were made by J. W. McClellan and 
Fred Reams, mil! employees, J. W. Eaton, of Detroit, head of the 
welfare department of the Cadillac Motor Car Company, and 
W. R,. Smith, vice-president of the International Papermakers, 


Tells About Cadillac Association 


Mr. Eaton gave in interesting detail the growth of the Cadillac 
association from 100 to 7,600 members. 

“You will get out of welfare work just what you put into it,” 
he said. “You will find that the plans of your organization wil] 
require many changes before they work for the real good of all, 
Suggestions will have to be tried out. No good can be accom- 
plished unless the men get together. You cannot be a live asso- 
ciation unless every man is interested, and every man must be a 
self constituted trustee for every other man.” 


Praise for President Milham. 

Vice-President Smith was very warm in his praises of President 
Milham, contending that he had done a big thing when he con. 
sented to treat with his men as man to man and had signed the 
agreement for an eight-hour day. 

“I hope that all you men will remember what Mr. Milham has 
done to bring greater benefits to labor,” said Mr. Smith. “His 
action has been far reaching and cannot be over-estimated by the 
workers.”

WASHINGTON, February 12, 1917.—The Interstate Commerce 
Commission, in handing down its decision in the reopened case of 
the Michigan Paper Mills Traffic Association et al., against the 
Alabama & Vicksburg and connecting carriers, holds that the rates 
on printing paper and wrapping paper from Kalamazoo, Plainwell, 
Otsego and Vicksburg, Mich., to points of consumption in Central 
Freight Association territory, including all points in the States of 
Ohio and Indiana, are unduly preferential as compared with the 
rates in effect on the same commodity from points in the Fox 
River and Wisconsin River groups in Wisconsin; the further find- 
ing is made that this discrimination would be removed if the rates 
from the Fox River and Wisconsin River groups were constructed 
on the lowest available combinations. No positive order is made 
that the carriers shall remove the discrimination in that way, how- 
ever, the order merely giving them until April 2 to remove the 
same, the manner of removal being left to their own discretion. 

While the question of rates on writing and tissue papers was 
also attacked in the complaint, so little attention was paid to them 
at the hearing, that the commission holds it is not in a position 
to make any definite finding with respect thereto. 


Reviews History of the Case. 


The decision, which was handed down by the chairman, reviews 
at considerable length the history of the case, with which readers 
of the Paper TrapE JouRNAL are already thoroughly familiar. 
The chairman holds that there is no reason so far as the commis- 
sion has been able to discover why there should be a departure 
from the custom of constructing rates from Wisconsin to Central 
Freight Association territory by the lowest combination, unless it 
be the desire of the Wisconsin lines to give to the Wisconsin mills 
more favorable rates than are warranted by the transportation 
conditions. 


Say Competitors Get Unjust Advantage. 

The Michigan paper interests contended that the proportional 
sixth class rate east of the gateways give their competitors unjust 
advantage, and if this basis is to be generally recognized as proper 
for the movement of printing paper and wrapping paper within 
official classification territory, then every pound of such paper 
which moves in that territory should pay the full sixth class rates, 
even if the shipment originated in another territory, 

It is the opinion of the commission that if this were sound doc- 
trine it would mean a general condemnation of the carriers’ policy 
of publishing proportional rates from the gateways. 


Which Rate to Apply. 


Continuing the report says: 

“Tf paper moving from Wisconsin to Ohio must pay the full 
sixth class rates instead of the sixth class proportional rates, it 
would logically follow that it would be unjust in any instance to 
apply the proportional sixth class rates to any articles which move 
on sixth class rates within official classification territory. The 
proportional rates are a part of the rate structure, made so be- 
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cause of competitive conditions which do not govern the rates 
locally within the territory, and because of the difference in con- 
ditions it cannot be said that undue preference results from the 
use of the proportional rate on interterritorial traffic. On east- 
bound traffic from Wisconsin the State of Illinois is not regarded 
as a part of Central Freight Association territory, while on west- 
bound traffic from Eastern points it is regarded as a part of that 
territory. The order of the commission opening this proceeding 
for further hearing did not define ‘Central Freight Association 
territory,’ and the defendants as well as the Wisconsin producers 
insist that under a strict interpretation of the order Illinois should 
be excluded from consideration at this time. This is technically 
correct, and we shall not make a finding in this report with respect 
to the rates to Illinois points.”

factured by Gould & Everhardt, of Newark, N. J., will be installed 
and ready for operation in the new building. A lot of other new 
machinery is being installed. The building is being readjusted so 
that the offices of the company are now in the plant. 
It is expected that this business will develop into a large indus- 
try for Watertown, and that a large number of hands will be 
employed. 


Drinking Cup Company to Locate. 

It is expected that the Individual Drinking Cup Company of 
New York City will finally locate in this city. Since early last 
fall officers of the concern have been trying to secure a suitable 
location, and it is understood that a site has been selected. The 
Watertown Chamber of Commerce succeeded in raising over 
$50,000 toward a plant here, and it is understood that about that 
much more is available here for the erection of a new building 
which will cost over $100,000, 

The vacant factory at first considered did not prove ‘to be de- 
sirable, and since that time an effort has been made to secure 
something else. It is believed that a new building will be the 
most satisfactory, and there is indication that when economic con- 
ditions get righted the erection of the plant will be started here. 

There is every inducement for such a concern to locate here. 
The site in view is on the railroad line, and in close proximity to 
power and raw materials needed in the expansion of this growing 
industry. The labor question has been solved to the satisfaction of 
the officials. In fact Watertown is admitted to be the most desir- 
able spot for the location of this new plant. 


Foreign Visitors Study Lefebvre System. 

Two prominent Spaniards who are inspecting paper mills in this 
country were in this city last week and studied the new Lefebvre 
system of handling pulp. They went to the mill and saw the 
process in actual operation. The men were well pleased with what 
they were shown, and expressed themselves as satisfied that this 
system would prove its value in the business. They returned to 
New York and will return to Spain soon. They were Mauricio 
Thoma, inhenerio de la Papetera Espanola of Madrid, and Jose 
N. de Urgorte, representative of the Papel ero D’Espano of 
Madrid.

the various publishers having been placed on their honor to truth- 
fully give the figures they are paying for print. 

While a great variety of subjects were discussed and there were 
speakers of renown present, the principal topic pertained to the 
paper situation, and the matter of establishing a paper mill for 
the benefit of Ohio publishers was taken up seriously. Proper 
steps were taken and a committee appointed to investigate the 
feasibility and advisability of the project. Whether anything will 
come of this movement is not known. It is altogether probable 
that the project will “die a-bornin’,” but the fact that the con- 
sumers of print are greatly exercised, and have gone this far indi- 
cates the seriousness of the situation. Then, the Ohio legislature 
has been asked to set aside its lands for the use of the State so 
that timber may be cut for a possible State paper mill. It is feared, 
also, that this is idealistic rather than practical, as it would require 
many years to secure a sufficient supply of pulp wood from State 
lands. 

Probably the most feasible plant of the publishers is one that 
was brought up at the convention, viz., the purchase of a print mill 
and the employment of a manager to run it. Col, F. M. Reitzel, 
of Warren, Ohio, offered the suggestion. It made such a hit that 
President G. W. C. Perry named a committee to investigate the 
practicability of the proposition. Colonel Reitzel was made chair- 
man of the committee. Other members are W. B. Galvin, of Lima, 
and Mrs. Zell Deming, of Warren. It is said that some success 
has been achieved in the search for a mill, and that the com- 
mittee has its eyes on a plant in northeastern Ohio. This plant is 
now devoted to wrapping paper, but could be changed to news 
print, it is said. If it can be bought and plans reached the financial 
point, a company may be organized with a capital of $200,000.

Answer in Gair Co. vs. Nixon & Costello. 


The defendant, in the suit of the Robert Gair Company agains 
the Nixon & Costello Company, has just filed its answer thro 
Attorney James. The sum of $3,000 is sought by the plaintiff 
the ground that certain bottle wrapper paper had not been deliv 
ered according to alleged contract. The defendant admits that 
March 7, 1916, the Robert Gair Company gave an order for 1: 
carloads of indented paper bottle wrappers, and on March 25 gave 
specific orders for 10 cars thereof. On April 29 the Nixon & Cos- 
tello Company shipped one carload to the plaintiff at Kansas City, 
Mo., and received payment. The defendant admits no further 
shipments on the order, but denies that the plaintiff on May 24, 
1916, gave shipping notices or specifications relative to the 14 cars 
undelivered. 

The Nixon & Costello Company declares that on May 11 the 
plaintiff notified the defendant it would drop the matter forth- 
with and defendant acquiesced in the plaintiff's ending the contract. 
The defendant further says that a contract entered into by the 
plaintiff to supply paper to the defendant for filling and complet- 
ing of its order was $28 per ton, After a very few days, the 
defendant avers the price of paper rose from $28 to $0 per ton, 
and even went up to $50. 

Denial is made that the cost of manufacturing bottle wrappers, 
alleged by the plaintiff as being $13,861.55, is a reasonable cost, and 
avers same is greatly in excess of the cost which would have been 
incurred had the Robert Gair Company, plaintiff, furnished the 
necessary paper and allowed the defendant to manufacture same, 
which the defendant at all times stood ready to do. 
of the suit is sought. 


Dismissal 


Coal Situation Again Serious. 


Up and down the valley the coal situation has again grown 
serious, and there is no way of telling how it will end. A short- 
age of gas for manufacturing purposes has proved a great draw- 
back and has resulted in a more liberal use of coal for domestic 
and steam purposes. The freight embargo which has been felt 
here has now been extended to about everything imaginable except 
coal, and that is included in some sections. Cold weather and in- 
ability of connecting lines to handle the business are given as the 
cause by the railway officials. The Middle West, and especially 
Miami Valley, is not suffering from the embargo as much as points 
to the north and east. Cincinnati has suffered from coal and gas 
shortage, and a dispute between the railway lines there resulted 
in no coal being sent to Dayton. The municipality appealed to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission and threatened the railway 
companies with legal action before assurances were given that coal 
would be shipped to Dayton this week. It has not yet arrived, 
but is expected soon. The Michigan coal men have been watching 
with interest the experiment of railways to move coal through 
faster than other commodities, only fair. success marking the 
efforts.

HotyokeE, Mass., February 12, 1917.—Paper manufacturers and 
other shippers of freight in this vicinity, who have been experi- 
encing serious trouble in long delayed shipments of freight and 
who have been asked to pay additional demurrage charges for some 
months past, were given an opportunity today to listen to an ad- 
dress delivered by A. G. Thomas, demurrage commissioner of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission of Washington, D. C., at the 
Holyoke Chamber of Commerce rooms. Mr. Thomas has charge 
of the New England territory, which has been in the grip of many 
long and difficult embargoes for almost a year and is particularly 
well informed on railroad conditions and is familiar with the condi- 
tions confronting the manufacturers as well as the railroads. 
Local paper manufacturers and others who attended the meeting 
asked many specific questions. According to Mr. Thomas the 
railroads rather than the shippers or receivers of freight are to 
blame for the conditions that have prevailed, not only in this city 
and throughout New England, but in many other places in the 
country. Mr. Thomas’ address in part was as follows: 

“Our railroad public servant is ill. We need a very efficient 
railroad service. The case is hopeful as long as the business men 
of Holyoke and other places are willing to consider it sympa- 
thetically and with understanding. The public shares largely in 
the blame for the past bad practices. Some of the railroads them- 
selves have behaved very badly, like a man who has spent his 
youth in riotous living. The only way out of the muddle seems 
to be to make the best possible use of the service we have, and 
improve it as we can from day to day. My experience has been 
in the freight car part of railroading, and, if, out of that experi- 
ence, I can be of any help to you I shall be glad of the opportunity. 
You are at liberty to interrupt at any time to ask any questions 
which come to your mind.” 


May Amalgamate Clubs. 


A plan of co-operation, or, to be more exact, a plan of consolida- 
tion between the Eagle A Club of the American Writing Paper 
Company and the Holyoke Club is underway, and the amalgama- 
tion of these two organizations is now practically a certainty. The 
consolidation of the Eagle A Club of the American Writing Paper 
Company, which will include the officials, office heads, and heads 
of the different departments, superintendents, master mechanics 
and others connected with the company, and the Holyoke Club, 
which is an organization composed of business and professional 
men, was suggested by Wilhelm A. O. Weber, who is in charge 
of the General Manufacturing of the American Writing Paper 
Company. Tentative plans were sent to A. T. Gallup, president of 
the Holyoke Club, by Mr. Weber the other day, and Mr. Gallup 
immediately replied that the offer of the American Writing Paper 
Company would be given careful consideration. A few days later 
the executive committee of the Holyoke Club voted to accept the 
offer of the American Writing Paper Company. 

At this writing the only obstacle seems to be the choice of a 
president for the combined clubs. Both sides have paid Arthur C. 


Hastings, president of the American Writing Paper Company, 
honor by urging him to accept the presidency of the club, but be- 
cause of his ever increasing duties as head of this large paper- 
making combine he will give the matter due consideration before 
he definitely decides to either accept or decline this office 


Disturbed by Prospects of War. 

President Arthur C. Hastings of the American Writing Paper 
Company said today that the blockade of the North and Baltic Seas 
by the new German U-boat campaign, will not affect to any serious 
extent, for months at least, the importation of sulphite pulp. lor 
this season of the year the Holyoke paper mills have about their 
usual stock of pulp. The American Writing Paper Company is a 
large consumer of Scandinavian pulp, but the difficulty of importa- 
tion and the freight congestion has caused a shortage at this large 
paper manufacturing The 
American Writing Paper Company also obtains a considerable 
quantity of pulp annually from Canada, the northwestern part of 
the country and from southern points. If importation is cut off 
entirely, or to any further extent than at the former rates, the 
prices of imported pulp will undoubtedly go skyrocketing, with 
increases all around. This condition, however, would not be ex- 
pected locally until the spring season. 

Although rags and dye stuffs and other raw materials continue 
to be short and the prices high, these conditions seem to be more 
satisfactory now than any time since the outbreak of the war. The 
quantity and quality of American-made dyes is improving con- 
tinually and prices on some of the grades are now considerably 
lower than a year ago.

Interest in Three-Tour Bill 


Paper manufacturers of this city, vicinity and from all other 
parts of the State of Massachusetts who are practically unani- 
mously opposed to the legislative bill now being considered that 
would make it compulsory for all paper manufacturers of the 
state to operate on three tours, will be interested in the announce- 
ment that a division exists among the special committee appointed 
by the legislature a year ago to investigate the advantages and dis- 
advantages of such a law. Paper manufacturers will find some 
satisfaction in the fact that the members of this special committee 
who filed reports with the legislature at Boston to-day, are about 
evenly divided on the subject. Two of the members of this com- 
mittee are opposed to this legislation altogether, reporting that 
employers and employees are rapidly reaching an understanding 
and are continuously working closer together without any laws. 
Two other members are in favor of the proposed bill, two in favor 
of a bill making eight hours a day compulsory in all industries, in- 
cluding the paper manufacturing establishments, and two other 
members of the committee urge that an ll-hour day for tour 
workers in paper mills be established. 

The apparent split in the opinions of the members of this com- 
mittee, whose report, it is understood, would have considerable 
bearing on the final outcome of the present hearings and what, 
it is generally believed would influence the legislature one way 
or another, has left sufficient reason for the manufacturers who 
are opposed to this unjust and unnecessary legislation to believe 
that the bill will once again be trounced in its final discussion

Ortrawa, Ont., February 12, 1917.—The 
paper is amply illustrated in the report of a patriotic work done in 
Ottawa since the summer of 1915. The Laurentian Chapters, 
Daughters of the Empire, an organization which has been doing a 
great patriotic work since the war began, realized what profit 
there was in waste paper, and decided to set about collecting 
throughout the city, the proceeds to be given for patriotic pur- 
poses. A report, which has just been issued, shows that since the 
commencement of the paper scheme in July, 1915, $9,246 was 
received from the sale of collected waste paper. The expenses 
entailed in the collection were $1,204, so that a balance of $8,042 
was able to be handed over for patriotic work. 
Over 550 tons of waste paper was gathered in since the start, 
and it was stated that if the householders had given more co- 
operation the quantity would have been doubled.

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BOSTON JOBBERS REPORT 
BUSINESS MORE ACTIVE 


Inquiries from Large Consumers Indicate That They Expect to 
Be in the Market for Goods Soon—Shippers Circulate Pe- 
tition for Revision of Rates from Boston and New England 
to Southeastern Section of Country—Berkshire Hills Paper 
Co. Votes to Make Big Expansion—New England Ship- 
pers Want Reduction in Rates on Paper Makers’ Supplies 
—Prof. Rane on Forestry. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Boston, Mass., February 12, 1917.—Jobbers of this city report 
business conditions as being a little more active, not that actual 
sales are developing to any great increase, but inquiries are being 
received from large consumers in various lines that show that they 
expect to be in the market for goods in the near future. High 
grade rag papers are still comparatively quiet, the bulk of the 
demand still being for the cheaper and medium grades. Inquiries 
in manilla lines are not quite so numerous except for certain 
specialties, and it seems as if large consumers of these products 
have a fairly good stock on hand at the present time. Among 
the paper stock dealers there is very little change in conditions, 
and the market is comparatively quiet, most mills being apparently 
well supplied with stock. 


Hearing on Revision of Rates. 


A hearing on the petition of the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce and New England shippers for a revision of the rates from 
Boston and New England to points in the southeastern section 
of the country on coastwise steamship lines, was started last week 
at the Federal building before Examiner Disque of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

The contention of Boston shippers is that the rates from Bos- 
ton and Providence direct to southeastern points are higher than 
if the same shipments were made through the port of New York. 
They desire a revision of the rates so that the port of Boston will 
be put on the same basis as those of New York and Philadelphia. 

The Chamber of Commerce case was presented by Attorney R. 
B. James of New York, the principal witness being William H. 
Chandler, manager of the chamber’s transportation bureau. After 
introducing maps showing shipping points in Boston harbor and 
vicinity, Mr. Chandler explained switching movements to various 
coastwise lines from the New England railroads and also the 
method of handling shipments from Boston and New England 
points through Boston to the southeast. 

The coastwise lines serving Boston to the southeast are the 
Clyde, Savannah and Merchant and Miner’s Transportation Com- 
pany lines. All were represented at the hearing. 


Plant of Eastern Mfg. Co. Nearing Completion. 


One of the several new buildings being built by the Eastern 
Manufacturing Company at its big plant in South Brewer, Maine, 
is now nearing completion. It will be used for pulp bleaching and 
will represent an outlay of $100,000. The process to be used there 
is that known as the Bellmer process, which bleaches in separate 
batches instead of the continuous system now in use. The new 
building, 75 x 100 feet on the ground and 40 feet high, is located 
just north of the present mail pulp mill group, between the mill 
and the final electric chemical plant erected last spring. The build- 
ing is of red brick. The foundations are of concrete as are also 
the floor and roof. 


Berkshire Hills Paper Co. to Expand. 


At the annual meeting of the stockholders of the Berkshire Hills 
Paper Company it was announced that the officers and directors, 


at a previous meeting, had voted to double the capacity of the pres- 
ent plant by adding thereto a second unit. Plans have already 
been adopted for the erection of a new beater and drainer building, 
a new engine or power house, and a new finishing department, 
80 x 100 feet, with dry-lofts above, connecting what is known as 
the southeast building on the property with its present dry-loft, 
using this latter building as a storage and shipping department. 
The plant and present buildings are so located that the second 
unit can be easily installed. 


Want Rate Reduction in Paper Makers’ Supplies, 


A reduction in the rates on paper stock and paper makers’ sup- 
plies, principally waste, sweepings and old rope, is desired by a 
number of New England shippers, especially the International 
Purchasing Company of Boston, which presented the case of the 
New England shippers at a hearing last week to Examiner William 
A. Disque of the Interstate Commerce Commission at the Federal 
building. The existing rates on paper refuse shipments, it was 
claimed, are higher than on paper makers’ fibre. Charges for less 
than carioad lots are said to be two and one-half times higher 
than for carload lots. 


Professor Rane Talks on Forestry. 


Professor F. W. Rane, State Forester, gave an illustrated talk 
last Saturday in Horticultural Hall on “Recent Troubles With 
Our Forest Trees,” under the auspices of the Massachusettts Hor- 
ticultural Society. At the close of the lecture there was a gen- 
eral discussion. Professor Rane described the ravages of white 
pine blister rust and the various kinds of blights and the diseases 
caused by insects, and also gave a comprehensive resume of the 
preventatives used by foresters to save the trees. 


Canadian Embargo Embarrasses Falls Mills. 


Nracara Fatts, N. Y., February 13, 1917.—Unless the Dominion 
of Canada removes the freight embargo three Falls paper mills will 
be compelled to close down this month. The paper companies 
have large supplies of pulp wood on cars in the North Bay dis- 
trict, but the Dominion officials refuse to permit them to be moved 
until all perishable goods have been cared for. The Cliff Paper 
Company notified its employees tonight that the mill will be closed 
until a sufficient supply to work the mill for at least two weeks 
has been received. The Pettebone-Cataract Paper Company has 


only enough wood pulp to work the mill for two or three days. 
Then the mill will have to be closed. The Defiance Paper Com- 
pany has about two weeks’ supply. Eddy E. Mansfield of the 
Cliff company left yesterday for the North Bay district to prevail 
on the officials to release the wood. 

Mr. Mansfield is president and secretary of the Porcupine Pulp 
and Lumber Company, which has been organized by Falls paper 
manufacturers under the laws of the Dominion. The other officers 
of the company are: Treasurer, A. A. Oatmann; directors, Paul 
A. Schoellkopf, Frederick Chormann and Howard O. Babcock. 
The capital stock is $10,000. The new company will provide the 
Cliff Paper Company with wood for its pulp mill. The wood is 
admitted free of duty from Canada. The territory at South Por- 
cupine, optioned by the company, is said to have a 20 years’ supply. 


London Times at 4 Cents 

A press dispatch from London Monday stated: “The London 
Times announces this morning that as a consequence of the in- 
creasing restrictions on news print paper it has raised its price 
to 4 cents a copy. It says the recent increase to 3 cents did not 
affect its circulation, and with a view to this end will again raise 
its price, if necessary, even to 14 cents, which the paper sold at 
prior to 1836.”

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CAR SHORTAGE IS WORST 
IN THE HISTORY OF CANADA 


This Makes It Difficult for Pulp and Paper Companies to Keep 
Up Their Shipments Under Contract—Weather Condi- 
tions Also Have Complicated the Situation—Price of Pulp- 
wood Will, It Is Stated, Probably Go Soaring Durmg the 
Year—Houpt Paper Mills of Camden East Are Expected 
to Be in Full Operation Early Next Month—St. Maurice 
Mill Starts. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontTREAL, Que., February 12, 1917—The most serious matter 
at present engaging the attention of the trade here is the car 
shortage, which is the worst in the history of the Dominion. 
Many passenger trains have already been taken off by the railway 
companies in order to have more power and more men to move 
the freight, but the congestion seems to get worse instead of 
better. The Dominion Railway Commissioners are now actively 
co-operating with the railway companies in an endeavor to 
straighten out the situation, and as a first step have issued a call 
to some hundreds of engineers and others with railway experience 
to take service with the railways. This is done under the national 
registration scheme, by which a census of the man-power of the 
Dominion was taken, Each man was required to tell not only his 
present occupation, but what other trade or profession he might 
know, and was also required to answer the following question: 
“Would you be willing to undertake other work at your present 
rate of wages?” It is stated that many expert railway men now 
in other lines of business answered this question in the affirmative, 
and to these a call has now been made to work on the railways, 
and help do away with the congestion. While this car shortage 
makes it difficult for the pulp and paper companies to keep up 
their shipments under contracts, it also is putting many of them 
in a most precarious position as regards a supply of coal. In 
Montreal the price of anthracite coal has jumped from $9 a ton 
a few weeks ago to $12.50, and even at the latter price is most 
difficult to get. Soft coal is even higher in price than anthracite. 

The weather conditions have complicated the situation. For 
over two months now the thermometer has seldom shown a tem- 
perature above zero, while in some parts of the country the 
temperature has ranged from 10 to 50 below. This has made it 
extremely difficult for the engineers to keep the steam up, while 
high winds and heavy falls of snow have greatly impeded move- 
ments. Freight has taken as much as a month to be delivered in 
Montreal from Toronto, and it has been no uncommon thing for 
loaded cars to be left in terminals and on sidings for weeks. The 
most earnest attention of both the Railway Commissioners and 
the railway companies is now being given to this matter, and 
some drastic steps are forecasted, including the cutting off of many 
more passenger trains, and the reduction of the service on some 
branch lines to one train a week. 


Conditions Favor High Prices for Pulp Wood 
J. A. Bothwell’s statement at the annual meeting of the Cana- 


dian Pulp and Paper Association in Montreal, that mills pur- 
chasing their entire wood supply would be closed down by Sep- 
tember next for lack of pulp wood, caused some sensation in the 
trade, but it is declared to be not one whit exaggerated. In addi- 
tion to the marked shortage of labor this winter, and the difficulty 
of getting full crews for the lumbermen’s shanties, the weather con- 
ditions have hampered cutting operations to an extraordinary 
degree. Not only has the weather been extraordinarily cold, but 
the snowfall has been so heavy as almost to constitute a record. 
There has not been a single thaw since the beginning of the 


winter. Consequently snow is from six to ten feet high in the 
woods. What a hindrance this is in lumbering may be imagined, 
The possibilities are that the price of pulp wood will go soaring 
during the present year. 


Hurtful Stock Market Booming 


Warm approval is being expressed among members of the trade 
here at the remarks of George Chahoon, Jr., the president of the 
Laurentide Company, at the association annual. Mr. Chahoon 
argued that much harm was being done the trade by the boom- 
ing which was being done by the stock market interests. It was 
being made to appear, he said, that pulp and paper manufacturers 
were rolling in riches and that they were fair game for every- 
body. Already this had resulted in the railways increasing their 
rates, and the Government was talking of increasing the stump- 
age dues. He argued that the companies had a series of long, 
lean years to recover from, and that as a matter of fact, although 
they were now doing a large trade, the cost of everything con- 
nected with production had increased so much that they were 
making less profit per cent. now than before. Mr. Chahoon coun- 
seled that there should be less talk about the wonderful volume 
of business and more attention to the difficult problems which 
they had to face, and he particularly deprecated the application of 
stock market methods to the industry. 


Houpt Paper Mills to Start 


The plant of the Houpt Paper Mills, of Camden East, Toronto, 
is to be ‘put in operation early next month. Since the present com- 
pany bought the mill in September last it has been completely 
overhauled and refitted, and it is now equipped to mak« 
vegetable parchment, grease-proof, light-weight bleached sulphite 
for waxing purposes, manilla and bleached tissues, crepe toilet 
paper and high grade -machine-finish and super-calendered special- 
ties. The company has increased the water power and supple- 
mented it by electric power; they have built a trestle and spur line 
connecting the mill with the Canadian Northern Railway, and 
they have installed a new Harper Fourdrinier machine, trimming 
72 inches, in addition to bleaching tubs with washers, two Horn 
beaters of 1,000 pounds each and one Jordan, with rag rodm 
equipment. The capacity of the machine is 20 tons per day

The attitude of the Commissioners will not be thoroughly known 
until their official report is made public. If their findings show 
that they believe there has been a combination to put up prices, 
we think that they have been at fault in their interpretation of 
conditions. The PAper TRADE JOURNAL has always maintained that 
it is the fundamental law of supply and demand which is re- 
sponsible for conditions in the news print field. No combination 
can do much as a price-booster when the production is simply in- 
sufficient to meet the needs of consumers. That is the position 
the news print manufacturers faced in the last few months. 

Nothing in the hearings or conferences of the investigation 
showed that the manufacturers hag acted in any other way than 
as fair sellers. Although they undoubtedly had the right to turn 
machines from news to other grades of paper if they so wished, 
most of them have not done so. They have even done their best 
to increase their production. 

They have tried to deal fairly and impartially among their con- 
tract customers by assigning equal percentages of former consump- 
tion to each when they could not meet the entire demand. They 
have offered to relieve the shortage by abrogating present con- 
tracts, if publishers would co-operate.

18,210 employes in December, 1915, and 21,606 in the same month 
of 1916, showing an increase of 18.6 per cent. The amount of the 
payroll during December in 1915 was $234,658 and in 1916 it rose 
to $326,206, showing an increase in the payroll of 39 per cent. 

A comparison of identical mills on the last full day’s operation 
in December, 1915 and 1916, shows that of eleven mills reporting 
there were 5,487 employed in 1915 as against 6,677 in 1916 or an 
increase of 21.7 per cent. 

The experts of the Department of Labor have also worked out 
some interesting figures giving a comparison of the employment 
in identical mills in November, 1916, and December of the same

News Print Men in Washington

Webb Bill in Critical Stage 


Wasuinoton, D. C., February 13, 1917—The Webb bill per- 
mitting combinations of exporters engaged in foreign trade has 
reached a critical stage, according to the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States, and a country-wide appeal has been made to 


the affiliated members of the organization. The situation is said 
to be such as to demand immediate attention. 

“The National Chamber is committed to the Webb bill; the 
Federal Trade Commission has thoroughly investigated the situa- 
tion and advocates the passage of the bill,” according to the plea 
sent out. “The President has strongly indorsed it, and urged 
it upon Congress as a part of the Administration’s program; it 
has passed the House of Representatives; it has been reported by 
the Senate Committee on Interstate Commerce, one Senator only 
making a minority report; and yet its chance of passage is in 
jeopardy. In the Senate Democratic caucus Senator Lewis of 
Illinois attempted to secure agreement for the attachment of the 
Webb bill to the revenue bill and failed.” 

If the bill does fail to pass it will be because of failure to bring 
it to a vote before the close of the short session on March 4. 
This ends the Congress, and the legislation in a subsequent Con- 
gress would have to start all over again.

Question No, 2389.—I would like to ask if it is possible to run 
paper through the super calenders without having it expand? Also 
I would like to know why the paper expands when it is run through 
the super calenders? 

Answer No. 2389.—It is an impossibility to run paper through 
the super calender and not have it expand. It is bound to expand 
on account of the weight of the calenders and the pressure on the 
paper. That is the main reason for the expansion. Paper should 
be run on the machine with the least possible draw. Paper run in 
this manner will not narrow up on the machine. If a sheet is 
stretched narrow on the machine it will expand more when pass- 
ing through the calenders than a sheet that has been drawn slack 
on the machine. To get a sheet that will have the least possible 
expansion the stock should be free and not slow. In order to do 


this the stock should be beaten quick and free and at the same time - 


have it well loaded if possible and draw slack on the machine. 


Test for Genuine Parchment. 


Question No. 2390.—Will some reader of the Paper TRADE 
JourNnat please give a good test of genuine parchment paper? 

Answer No. 2390.—One test for genuine parchment is to boil a 
small piece in dilute soda lye (about 2 or 3 per cent.). Stir this

them outright. He said the system was to grant long leases vary- 
ing from 26 to 99 years, according to the importance of the water 
power, on a yearly rental, with a royalty in addition of 10 to 35 
ccnts per horse power, according to the geographical location of 
the water power. The royalties are subject to revision from 
time to time, and there are other conditions, such as the require- 
ment of deposits which all go to protect the public interest. Mr. 
Mitchell described in detail La Loutre storage dam on the St. 
Ma@rice river, to be completed on January 1, 1918, at a cost of 
$1,400,000. He said the total cost to the province would not 
exceed $85,000 per annum, including the sinking fund, and the 
Government had already entered into contracts which would mean 
a return to the province of $130,000 the first year, making the good 
profit to the province of $45,000 for the first year’s operation. A 
similar storage dam is being constructed at the head of the St. 
Francis river, at a cost of approximately $400,000, and here again 
arrangements have been made by which the Govérnment will get 
a revenue over and above the cost of interest and sinking fund 
charges for the building of the dam. 


Balsam Fir Dying in Quebec 
That the balsam fir of the Province of Quebec is dying out as 
a result of attacks of spruce bud-worm, and that the white pine 
of the province is seriously threatened by blister rust, are state- 
ments made at a forestry convention here by G. C. Piche, chief 
forester for the province. He stated that white pine represented 
about one-fifth of the value of the standing timber of the province. 


well and if the paper falls to pieces or contains fine pulp you will 
know that the paper is imitation. If, however, the paper does not 
fall to pieces and retains its shape you will know that the paper 
is genuine parchment. Another way to tell the difference is to 
chew up a piece of the paper. If the paper is genuine parchment 
it will not form into a pulpy ball of stuff, but if it is imitation it 
will chew up into a pulpy ball. These two tests will generally 
tell you whether the paper is genuine parchment or not. 


Why Paper Runs Slack on Edges. 


Question No. 2391.—I would like to ask some reader of the 
JourNAL what causes one edge of the sheet of paper on'the machine 
to run slack while the other edge runs all right? 

Answer No. 2391.—There are many reasons why the paper 
will run slack on the edges. In most cases the slack edges are 
caused by uneven pressing at the couch roll or the press rolls. It 
stands to reason that if the paper is pressed more on the edges at 
the wet end than in the center that the edges will run slack over 
the machine. Slack edges are sometimes caused by the sheet be- 
ing uneven on the wire. Also uneven drying will cause the sheet 
to have slack edges. Get an even sheet on the wire and in a ma- 
jority of cases you will find that the slack edges are caused by the 
paper being pressed unevenly at the presses at the wet end. 


The most extensive stands of this timber were now found from 
the head of Lake Temiskaming to the eastern side of the St. 
Maurice river, representing approximately 30,000 square miles 
Basing his calculations on surveys and returns of operations made 
by licensees, he estimated that the total stand of white pine in 
Quebec would represent about 20 billion feet of timber, which, at 
$4 per thousand feet, would give a total value of $80,000,000. At 
the present time the amount of white pine cut yearly in the 
province totaled pretty close to 300 million feet, of which 58 million 
feet, or 19 per cent., came from the private forests. This cut 
meant to the province an annual revenue of approximately $500,- 
000, or one-third of the amount accruing from the stumpage dues 
and rentals. As the average value of white pine lumber in 
Quebec was $22.34, every year white pine meant to the province an 
asset of $6,700,000 in stumpage, labor, etc. Under these circum- 
stances the provincial authorities and the lumbering interests gen- 
erally could not remain indifferent to the ravages of blister rust. 


St. Maurice Mill Operating 
The new paper mill of the St. Maurice Pulp & Paper Company 
at Three Rivers, Quebec, started operating last week, the first run 
on one of the 50-ton units proving entirely successful. The other 
unit is now ready for operation. 


Riordon Pulp & Paper Stock Advanced 
The common stock of the Riordon Pulp & Paper Company has 
been advanced from a 4 per cent. to a 6 per cent. per annum 
basis, and the directors at the same time have maintained the 
1 per cent. quarterly bonus. It is estimated that the earnings for 
the year 1916 will be around 20 to 25 per cent. on the common.

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PAPER PULP POSSIBILITIES 
SAID TO BE BIG IN BRAZIL 


Some American Paper Mill Men Have Been Investigating the 


Field—The Materials Afforded Are of Two Classes, Veg- 
etable Fibre and Wood Pulp—One American Firm Has 
Formed a Small Company in the United States for the 
Exploitation of These Fibres in One or Two States of the 


Brazilian Union—Waste Material Suggests the Possibility 
of so Much Potential Paper Pulp. 


South America, accustomed to depending on supplies from 
abroad, has had its paper shortage as well as other disadvantages 
resulting from the European wat, says Consul General Alfred L. 
M. Gottschalk, of Rio de Janeiro. Many orders for paper from 
South American houses have been refused by American manufac- 
turers. Others have been accepted and inadequately filled. The 


stringency in the United States of course has been the cause. 


Raw Materials Sought by Americans. 


Some American paper mill men have been investigating the field 
in this country not as an outlet for their product but as a source 
of supply of raw material for their factories in the United States. 
The material that Brazil might furnish apparently is of two classes 
—vegetable fibres and wood pulp. One American firm has formed 
a small company in the United States for the exploitation of these 
fibres in one or two States of the Brazilian Union. 

The so-called “extractive industries” are the property of the 
individual States of the Brazilian Republic. For the present it is 
with them that contracts should be from them that 
concessions should be solicited for the harvesting or developing 
of any native forest or field product.

Use of Vegetable Fibres Experimental. 


The use of Brazilian vegetable fibres in paper making will be 
an experiment. There is no record of success in this line except in 
the case of a factory at Petropolis, in the State of Rio de Janeiro, 
which used peri-peri fibre. It finally suspended operations because 
of lack of local capital. Paper which is made in Brazil today is 
of the poorer grades. 

Brazil is able to produce all sorts of wood, both of the finer 
kinds and those used in ordinary lumbering, but the distribution 
is somewhat irregular and there is still a lack of roads through 
many sections of the country, so that the foreign lumberman, 
called upon to estimate a given quantity of trees per acre or 
hectare before he begins operations, often faces a serious task. 

Few sawmills of other than purely local importance are operated 
in the country. The most important of these, located at Tres 
Barras, in the State of Santa Catharina, does considerable export- 
ing to Argentina and Uruguay. It is the property of the Southern 
Brazil Lumber & Colonization Company, which is incorporated 
in the State of Maine. Its present manager is a California lumber- 
man. The mill is at Tres Barras, in the State of Santa Catharina, 
with a subsidiary mill at Cachoerinha. A similar branch at Cal- 
mon was burned down recently, but is to be rebuilt. Each of these 
sawed until recently approximately 1,000,000 feet of lumber per 
month, while the output of the principal sawmill, at Tres Barras, 
is more than 3,000,000 feet per month. 


Plans to Build Three New Mills, 


The wood used by the company is almost entirely Parana pine 
(Araucaria brasiliensis), although it handles a small percentage of 
the native hardwoods. The company plans to build three new 


mills between Tres Barras and the Iguassu River. When these 
are completed the total monthly output will be: Tres Barras, 
3,200,000 feet; Cachoerinha, 800,000 feet; Calmon, 1,000,000 feet; 
three new mills whose sites are probably to be at Jararaca, Valloes 
and Bugre, approximately 2,000,000 feet; total, 7,000,000 feet. Of 
this output of Parana pine lumber some 5,000,000 feet are to be 
shipped monthly to Argentina and Uruguay, whose frontiers are 
relatively near. 

Parana pine grows in abundance throughout this section of 
Brazil, The wood in its better grades is used chiefly for interior 
finishing, and in its general run for boxes, shooks, etc. It did not 
at first find favor in Argentina, but now that the mills cut and 
dry it as desired by the Argentine importers, it has found a very 
ready and favorable market there, as Brazil and 
Uruguay.

Company Cuts Other Wood for Local Needs. 


In addition to its output of pine the lumber company also cuts 
imbuia, often known in the United States as “Brazilian walnut,” 
to about 8 per cent. of its total output, as well as some cedar and 
canella preta.

The plant of the lumber company is equipped with both logging 
and mill machinery, all obtained from the United States, including 
huge skidders whick tear an enormous log by main force 500 
meters through the thick underbrush of a semitropical jungle from 
the place where it is felled to the log pile, the railroad clearing 
a strip of 1,000 meters through the pine forest; American locomo- 
tives, and 150 logging cars from a New York company running 
over 60 kilometers of steel track, 22% kilos weight to the meter, 
through the forest. A box factory and planing mill have a joint 
capacity of 1,500,000 feet per month. Both are of the most up-to- 
date type, equipped with American woodworking machinery 


Material Not Utilized but Burned. 


To the layman who sees Tres Barras for the first time the sight of 
an enormous 30-foot pile of waste material, constantly kept burn- 
ing and fed by a giant slab conveyor, suggests at once the possibil- 
ity of so much potential paper pulp. In estimating its value it is 
necessary to discount a certain amount of bark which is unfit for 
paper making, but necessarily comes down with the slabs. Tech- 
nical reports which were made a year or two ago by experts sug- 
gested that the lumber company’s yearly output of 45,000,000 feet 
of lumber might not yet produce enough waste to interest the usual 
large pulp-making interests, but the mill’s output is on the increase 
and, with the present equipment, could be made 25 per cent. greater 
than it is today. A factory located near it could have the use of all 
there is—some 30 cords or more of pulp wood per day. The 
factory might also combine with the lumber company and _ have 
it haul in an adequate supply of pulp wood at a reasonable rate 
over the already existing logging railways. 


Railroad Prepared to Meet Demands 


The railway runs through 300,000 acres of forest, with a main 
line of 25 kilometers (15.5 miles), and temporary spurs of 35 
kilometers more. It would be prepared to meet any demands of 
such a project, while the property is situated so near river and 
rail highways that much of a paper pulp plant’s output could find 
easy utilization in the country itself, where a factory for the mak- 
ing of wrapping paper, cardboard, etc., would be sure to prove a 
satisfactory investment.

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RESOLUTIONS OF THE AMERICAN PAPER ASSOCIATION 


Include Resolutions on National Conservation, Permanent Tariff Commission, Protective Tariff on Dyes, Federal 
Trade Commissions, Anti-Dumping, American Merchant Marine, Development of Foreign 
Commerce, Export Trade, Canadian Pulp and Paper Association, National 
Paper Trade Association, Etc. 


The following resolutions were reported to the annual meeting 
of the American Paper and Pulp Association at the Waldorf- 
Astoria last Thursday by the Committee on Resolutions, and were 
all adopted as presented: 


1. National Conservation 


Wuereas, The members of the American Paper and Pulp Asso- 
ciation are directly interested in a wise conservation of our for- 
ests and the proper utilization of our waterpowers; therefore be it 

Resolved, That we do hereby again this year as last assure 
the American Forestry Association and all other organizations 
interested in conservation of our hearty co-operation for the ad- 
vancement of a wide conservation policy which alike recognizes 
public and private rights. 


2. Permanent Tariff Commission 

Wuereas, The stability of the industrial and commercial activ- 
ity of the United States is largely determined by the proper ad- 
justment of the tariff; and 

Wuereas, The adjustment and regulation of tariff schedules 
are such as require much investigation and expert attention; and 

Wuereas, The said adjustment and regulation of the tariff 
is an economic rather than a political matter; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the American Paper and Pulp Association ap- 
prove the immediate establishment and continuance of a perma- 
nent tariff commission to be chosen from men with economic 
expert qualifications. 


3. Protective Tariff on Dyes 


Wuenreas, The American Paper and Pulp Association, believing 
in the policy of the development of home industries, and feeling 
that the paper interests should be guarded against commercial 
disadvantage and loss, due to a lack of foreign supplies such as 
has been occasioned by the present war; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the American Paper and Pulp Association, in 
conference with the previous vote of its Executive Committee, 
does hereby indorse such legislation as will protect and encourage 
the manufacture of domestic dyestuffs. 


4. Federal Trade Commission 

Wuenreas, The American Paper and Pulp Association believes 
that business in general throughout this country is in need of 
standardization; and 

WuereEas, The Federal Trade Commission is rendering valuable 
assistance to various industries to this end; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the American Paper and Pulp Association here- 
by assures the Federal Trade Commission of its co-operation and 
support. 

5. Anti-Dumping 

Wuereas, There is a reasonable certainty that at the conclusion 
of the present war many products from Europe will of neces- 
sity be placed upon the American market at prices lower than 
those obtaining to domestic manufacturers; and 

Whereas, Such dumping, at such prices, by European manu- 
facturers upon the American market would create havoc and ruin 
as to stability of American commercial industries; and 

Wuereas, The entire industrial fabric of our country must be 


protected by proper laws and regulations furnished by the Federal 
Government; therefore be it 


Resolved, That the American Paper and Pulp Association 
heartily supports any effort on the part of the Federal Trade 
Commission, the Department of Commerce, and other depart- 
ments of the Federal Government to protect American industries 
from unfair foreign competition at the conclusion of the war. 


6. American Merchant Marine 


Wuereas, The American Paper and Pulp Association, through 
its Legislative Committee, has registered with the- Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States its vote of approval in relation 
to the merchant marine for subsidies from the Government suf- 
ficient to effect the difference in cost between the operation of 
vessels under the American flag and operation in the same deep- 
sea trades under foreign flags; and 

Wuenreas, This same Legislative Committee has voted in favor 
of subventions from the Government to establish regular mail 
and freight lines under the American flag to countries in which 
the commercial interests of the United States are important, and 
to American dependencies; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the American Paper and Pulp Association is in 
favor of the establishment of a merchant marine by .independent 
capital, but supported and protected by the Federal Government. 


7. Development of Foreign Commerce 

Wuereas, The Legislative Committee of the American Paper 
and Pulp Association has voted with the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States of America in favor of an increase in the 
staff and appropriations for administration and efficient conduct 
of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce; and 

Wuereas, This same committee has voted in favor of the ex- 
tension and increase of a proper commercial representation of the 
United States in foreign countries; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the American Paper and Pulp Association does 
hereby approve of the decision on the part of its Legislative Com- 
mittee, and pledge the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce 
our hearty support in its work. 


8. Export Trade 


Whereas, At the present time paper and pulp manufacturers 
are experiencing an unprecedented demand for their productions; 
and 

Wuereas, They have increased their capacity in many instances 
to meet this demand; and 

Wuereas, Under the inevitable economic law of action and 
reaction the demand will in a few years decrease; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the American Paper and Pulp Association is in 
favor of such Federal legislation, in particular the so-called “Webb 
Bill,” as will permit manufacturers to combine for the purpose 
of creating and maintaining with reasonable profits foreign 
markets in order that when the domestic demand decreases there 
may not be an overproduction and consequent stagnation of the 
domestic market. 


9. Canadian Pulp and Paper Association 
Whereas, The American Paper and Puly Association and the 
Canadian Pulp and Paper Association have many interests in 
common, and have always maintained the most cordial relations; 
therefore be it

Resolved, That we do hereby give the Canadian Pulp and Paper 
Association further assurances of our desire to co-operate with 
them in all matters pertaining to the paper interests of North 
America, and do furthermore pledge them our good faith and 
good will. 


10. National Paper Trade Association and American Associa- 
tion of Waste Material Dealers 

Wuereas, The American Paper and Pulp Association believes 
in the necessity of co-operation in order to obtain best results; and 

Wuereas, This Association has many vital interests in com- 
mon with other associations with the members of whom the 
manufacturers of paper and pulp have constant dealings; and 

Wuereas, The impending economic crisis will necessitate the 
closest co-operation of all allied interests to insure other than 
disastrous results; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the American Paper and Pulp Association here- 
by pledges its faith, good will and hope for closer relations and 
fuller co-operation with the National Paper Trade Association 
and the American Association of Waste Material Dealers. 


11. Industrial Education and Investigation 

Wuereas, In the paper and pulp industry there is an ever in- 
creasing demand for efficient and intelligent employees and for 
investigation in the utility and economics of manufacture; and 

Wuenreas, This Association has already placed itself on record 
as favoring consistent Federal aid for vocational education; there-

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REDMONDS OF KALAMAZOO 
REMARKABLE PAPER FAMILY 


Patrick Redmond, Forty Years Ago, Became Original Beater 
Engineer for Kalamazoo Paper Company and Has Been 
Followed by Eight Sons and Kinsmen, All of Whom 
Occupy Prominent or Important Positions in the Industry 
—Family Record Is One That Is Not Frequently Equalled 
—Mr. Redmond Retired Five Years Ago—-Three Sons 


Now Superintendents. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

KaLaMazoo, Mich., February 12, 1917.—Closely associated with 
Kalamazoo’s greatest industry, the paper making trade from the 
time of its beginning in this city until the present time, and with 
eight of its members now engaged in the big industry, two in 
the capacity of mill superintendents, the Redmond family stands 
out distinctly in the paper manufacturing annals of Kalamazoo. 

For it was Patrick Redmond, who, 40 years ago, coming straight 
to this city from Ireland, was engaged as the first beater en- 
gineer every employed in the old Kalamazoo mill, the first paper 
mill founded in this city. And until within the past five years, 
when he retired from active life, he remained in that same position. 


Sons Follow Father 


In the meantime, four of his sons, and four of his nephews, had 
begun at the very bottom round of the ladder. Two of them had 
risen to the rank of mill superintendents, others to the capacity 
of foremen, and all of them to good positions. In Kalamazoo the 
Redmond family and the paper making industry are inseparable. 

And this is the history of the family with its relation to Kala- 
mazoo’s biggest manuiacturing industry. 

Forty years ago, a stranger in a strange land, Patrick Redmond 
came to Kalamazoo. He was looking for a job, and the new 
mill, which was being erected by the Kalamazoo Paper Company, 
offered him an opportunity. 
ing paper. But he learned. He was made the beater engineer. 
And he made that job his business, not alone for the first decade 
nor the second, but for nearly 40 years. Now 75 years of age, he 
has retired, but his interest in the paper manufacturing industry 
still continues. And he’s the oldest paper maker in the city.

Michael Redmond Begins at Bottom 


Just as soon as he was old enough to go to work, Michael 
Redmond, Patrick’s son, found his first job in the Kalamazoo 
Paper Company’s mill. It matter to him that he had to 
begin at the bottom. He determined to learn the paper 
makers’ trade. So he took the very lowliest of all the jobs, fhe 
third hand. He was a screen boy. Then came a happy day when 
he received his first promotion. He was made the back-tender. 
From that he traveled on till he was made helper, and finally a 
machine tender. When the Kalamazoo Paper Company purchased 
the Wolverine Paper Company he became superintendent of that 
mill, and later of the Kalamazoo Mill No. 2, which position he 
now holds. 

Cornelius Redmond, shortly after Michael’s debut in the paper 
mill world as a screen boy, entered in the same capacity, and fol- 
lowed closely the trail blazed by his brother until eight years 
ago, when he went to Thorold, Ont., where for five years he was 
superintendent of the Montrose Paper Company’s mill. Three 
years ago he returned to Kalamazoo, and was made superintend- 
ent of the Kalamazoo Mill No. 1.- Thirty years ago he was a 
screen boy. Today he’s superintendent of the No. 1 mill, and 
drives a big Packard car.

Other Redmonds Follow Same Path 


Like the true son of a true father, and the brother to the other 
sons, Charles Redmond, the fourth boy of the family, 20 years ago 
took his initial step in the industrial world, when he, even as the 
other members of his family, entered the employ of the Kalamazoo 
Paper Company as one of its screen boys. 

In the two decades of his experience, he, too, has met with 
marked success, and he is now master mechanic with the Montrose 
Paper Company in Thorold, Ont. 

Entering the employ of the Kalamazoo Paper Company only 
shortly after his uncle, Patrick Redmond, the pioneer of them all, 
William Redmond began work in the Kalamazoo paper mill, That

James, another nephew, likewise started with the Kalamazoo 
mill, and he is now a cutter man with the Kalamazoo Mill No. 1.

Philadelphia Trade Notes 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, February 12, 1917.—The regular monthly meet- 
ing of the Philadelphia Paper Trade Association will be held on 
Friday night of this week at the rooms of the Typothetae. Only 
routine business is on the program, but it is expected that inter- 
esting informal discussions will be started along some of the lines 
brought out at the big meetings last week in New York. 

Business is showing a decided increase in this city in the last 
week, according to local paper men. The stock dealers, however, 
are still kicking that the mills are not buying. They are also 
finding the railroad embargoes as troublesome as ever. Stock is 
plentiful, due to the campaign for paper saving being waged by 
all the newspapers since they increased the price. 

From authoritative sources the correspondent of the Paper 
TRADE JOURNAL learns that widespread and costly experiments 
have been made by the E. I. du Pont De Nemours Powder Com- 
pany with cotton as a substitute for wood pulp. The Hopewell 
(Va.) plant of the company pulped a million bales of raw cotton 
last year for gun-cotton, and most of the equipment of this plant 
is very similar to that of a wood pulp factory. The du Ponts 
employ about six hundred chemists who do nothing but research 
work. 

A certain number of these experts have been at work trying to 
solve the news print problem, and although the company declines 
to say as yet that it has succeeded, it can be said that the utiliza- 
tion of the Hopewell plant, when the war ends, will depend in 
a great measure on the tariff protection given paper makers of 
this country. 

Raymond Straus, secretary of the Bedford Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany of Richmond, Va., stopped off in this city on his way back 
home from the New York meetings to visit friends among the 
trade. Mr. Straus, in an interview with the local newspapers, 
said he favors an import tax on foreign paper.

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RECLAIMING WASTE IN WHITE WATER 


Four Points Are Essential in Systems for Reclaiming Loss at the Paper Machine—These Include Continuity of 
Operation Without Incurring a Labor Charge or Taking Time of Men Who Ought to Be Somewhere 
Else, Low Operating Cost, High Efficiency and Handling Recovered Stock—Points Briefly 
Outlined in Order of Their Relative Importance.

Although every paper maker knows that a large part of the total 
shrinkage from raw stock to finished paper consists of fibre and 
filler washed out in water from the paper machine, many do not 
seem to know just what part this is of the total loss. Shrinkage 
is looked upon by many as one of the evils which must be endured 
and waste water is known to take away some stock. But as long 
as this loss is not much more than it used to be, and the stock is 
not considered to be worth much anyway, nothing is done in the 
way of reclamation. 


Shrinkage in Good Fibre and Filler. 

But the careful manager who analyzes this shrinkage finds, per- 
haps to his surprise, that almost all of the loss consists of solids 
in the water from the machines and he then finds that the solids 
are largely good fibre and filler; in fact, exactly of the same 
quality as go over the machine and are made into product to be 
sold. Figures show that this loss is from 5 to 15 per cent. of all 
the raw stock used. Needless to say, when the manager has gone 
this far, he will lose no time in taking steps to prevent as much of 
this loss as is commercially possible. 

In making the general statement that the waste can and should 
be reclaimed, it is obvious that due consideration must be given 
to operating conditions, such as grade and tonnage of paper, the 
kind of fibre, the length of runs, the number of colors, and the con- 
ditions of fresh water supply, etc. These various factors, however, 
have more bearing on the choice of system than upon the question 
as to whether an attempt at recovery should be made. It is some- 
times claimed that no real economy is had because operation of the 
recovery system, together with its overhead charges, costs more 
than the value of the stock recovered. But if this is the case, the 
trouble is most likely due to faulty application, not to faults in the 
machine itself. There are very few mills in which a system of 
waste-water saving really does not pay. 


Recovery System Acts as Trap. 


The recovery system also acts as a trap between the paper ma- 
chine and the river, saving the stock which is lost by leakage. and 
if properly arranged, providing a means for detecting this leakage 
so that its cause may be removed. This function is in importance 
second only to reclaiming stock. It is of the utmost importance 
with cylinder machines, for much stuff is often lost due to leak- 
age at the ends of cylinders, and the chances for such leakage is in 
proportion to the number of cylinders. 

An increase in the amount of dirt is one of the objections some- 
times made to a system of reclaiming stock. But it is hard to 
imagine conditions under which recovered stock would contain 
more dirt than the main supply as it comes to the screens, and of 
course all recovered stock should be sent back to the screen. This 
fear of increasing the dirt can usually be traced to an improper 
arrangement or old apparatus, such as pipes, spouts, chests and 
tanks, because a reclaiming system does not of itself increase dirt. 
When conditions are such that the dirt is likely to be increased, the 
system itself should be cleaned up or a new system installed. 


Only Way to Reclaim All Lost Stock. 


There is only one way to reclaim all the lost stock and this is 
by using all the waste water over again. But this is rarely prac- 
ticable, because a brief consideration of all the points at which 
water is introduced between the beaters and the showers will re- 


veal the obstacles. Most mills proceed in one of two ways: They 
either use all the water possible, thus getting back as much fibre 
as this water contains, or they separate the fibres by straining the 
water through mechanical strainers, called Save-Alls, the fibre to 
be used again, but the water to be put back in the stream. 

With the system of re-using as much water as possible, the 
usual way is to conduct the water to a tank or series of tanks 
from the bottom of which water for the beaters will be drawn 
and the excess water will overflow to the stream. The water at 
the bottom will, of course, be richer in stock because the fibre 
and filler settles in the tanks and the overflow will be relatively 
clear; but, unfortunately, in most cases the tanks must be so con- 
structed or arranged that the water circulates through them in 
such a way or so rapidly that the expected settling does not take 
place, and much stock is lost in the overflow. In many mills this 
loss is 60 to 75 per cent., and even with the best design of tanks, 
it is hard to keep the overflow loss below 50 per cent., which is 
another way of saying that only one-half of the possible recovery 
takes place. 

What Investigation Discloses, 


An investigation of the system of re-using water in settling 
tanks brings to light the fact that the 50 per cent. which is lost 
is the very best of the stock and of course worth much more than 
the 50 per cent. which is saved. The reason is apparent—the long 
fibres have a tendency to float because their specific gravity is less 
than that of short stock and filler. 
tem is the size of the tanks. 


Another objection to this sys- 
They take up a great deal of room 
and because of the large surfaces exposed to slowly moving stock, 
there is a tendency to slime. 

The use of a mechanicak Save-All takes the fibre out of the waste 
water; the various degree of dryness depending upon the kind of 
Save-All used. The degree: of dryness is not now considered as 
important as formerly. 


How Recovered Stock May Be Re-used. 


The stock thus recovered may be used in either of two ways 
it may be put back in the system direct to be run out at once on 
the paper machine or it may be stored for use at a later time. The 
storage of this stock was formerly popular and was responsible for 
the belief that Save-All stock should be brought off as dry as pos- 
sible. This argument assumes, however, that the use of reclaimed 
stock is not good enough for the paper from which it came, but 
modern practice does not justify this assumption. There are very 
few mills where reclaimed stock could not be put back safely, and 
it is now realized that storing the stock is liable to result in con- 
siderable loss—it depreciates; it grows weaker all the time, and 
frequently it rots and is thus unfit for any use. Still further loss 
is experienced by using it in a cheaper grade of paper and there- 
fore it is worth only the value of this stock, while its real value 
is that of the original grade. Handling and storaging also cost 
money, reducing the benefits of reclamation still further. 

The modern method of handling stock recovered by a Save-All 
is to put it back on the paper machine as quickly as possible and 
this procedure is considered axiomatic. The sté¢k can be used at 
once and in the same grade and runs from which it came. It is 
thus of maximum value and is not allowed to spoil; and there is

no labor charge for handling and storing because the stock can be 
taken off wet and accordingly pumped direct to the machine. 
Advantages of Mechanical Save-All. 

A system including a mechanical Save-All has certain advan- 
tages over a system consisting only of tanks. Chief of these is the 
saving of the best fibre, while with the settling tank there is a 
tendency for long fibre to get away. The mechanical Save-All 
system takes up little room and the circulation of water through 
the Save-All is so rapid that there is little or no tendency to slime. 
Should slime form, the Save-All can be cleaned quickly. The 
objections that have been raised to the mechanical Save-All have 
been due to faults in the design of the machine, and many paper 
makers have felt that it cost more to run these machines than the 
recovered stock is worth. This has been caused by troubles 
resulting in shutdowns and increased upkeep cost. But there is no 
real cause for these objections because it is now possible to get 
mechanical Save-Alls which are quite practical. 

A comparison of mechanical Save-All with settling tanks shows 
that the Save-All is likely to be less in first cost, especially if the 
tanks are sufficient in number and size for the conditions. If the 
right kind of equipment is put in, the operating cost of the Save- 
All is so small that it need not be taken into account, 

Reclaims Best Part of Fibre 

The Save-All reclaims the best part of the fibre for immediate 
re-use in the paper machine and so reduces the amount of solid 
matter suspended in the water that there is less work to be done 
in the settling tanks to which the water from the Save-All goes. 
The settling tanks are then used exactly as they would be if they 
were alone and the only difference is in total results. Under these 
conditions, the tanks increase in efficiency because the light fibres 
have been removed by the Save-All and the short stock and filler 
settles more rapidly; hence the overflow carries away less stock. 
In fact, in some mills the overflow is clear enough to be put back 
into the showers on the machine. 

It is easy to see that such a combination system gives a larger 
return than either apparatus used alone. It is of especial advan- 
tage in case the sludge must be kept out of the river. The com- 
bination would so reduce the amount of waste flowing to the river

that there would not be enough to cause any appreciable injury, 
Advantages of Combination System. 


Either mechanical Save-All or settling tank alone will save 
about 50 per cent. of all the stock in the water which comes from 
the paper machine, but the combination system will save 70 to 9 
per cent. of all the stock which the water contains. Looking at 
the matter in another way, it is seen that the best of the fibre which 
is about 50 per cent. of all which the water contains is put back 
at once in the paper machine without going through the mill again; 
all the fibre and filler saved (70 to 90 per cent.) is used in the same 
grade of paper from which it came. This is a very important 
point, for it means that the stock is used at maximum value, not 
in paper of a cheaper grade. 


Four Essential Points. 


But after all is said and done, the Save-All itself is the impor- 
tant feature. The right Save-All must be used to avoid trouble. 
The Save-All can be the most satisfactory apparatus in the mill 
or the most annoying. In considering the features that a Save-All 
should have, four points appear to be essential and these four 
points are outlined briefly in the order of their relative importance. 

1. Continuity of Operation, without incurring a labor charge or 
taking the time of men who ought to be somewhere else. The 
Save-All should run 24 hours each day, six days every week, and 
keep this up year in and year out. A Save-All on the job only 
half the time is almost worse than no Save-All. First of all a 
Save-All should be fool-proof. 

2. Low Operating Cost—A Save-All should take but little pewer 
and require few repairs, and the first cost should be sufficiently 
low to insure reasonable overhead charges. 

3. High Efficiency —A Save-All should take out of the water a 
high percentage of all the solids. This means that it should be 
constructed to use a fine mesh wire which will keep itself clean and 
at the same time be durable. 

4. Handling Recovered Stock—A Save-All should provide for 
putting the reclaimed stock back to the screens. A Save-All 
which drops the stock into a box or onto the floor has done only 
half its job. The stock will, of course, be used at some other 
point, and to get it there should require no labor charge. In all 
but very few cases the stock should come off the Save-All wet 
enough to be pumped.

The “big week” has come and gone, the paper men are still all 
alive and doing business, and there seems to have been no startling 
effect on any market caused by the clouds of free opinions and 
predictions which were exchanged among those who attended the 
conventions. The same tendencies which controlled the market 
before the beginning of the festivities continue at the present time 
in their natural course of development. 

One remarkable thing about the convention week was the 
marked contrast between the atmosphere of this year’s gathering 
and that which took place just a year ago. In February, 1916, the 
trade was just on the rising swell of a boom season, with all prices 
merrily on their upward way. The mill men were being swamped 
with orders and were falling behind while putting forth all their 
efforts to increase their facilities for production. They were 
anxiously looking for pulp and paper stock to enable them to keep 
at work on these orders, and as a result a good deal of business 
was transacted between manufacturers and paper stock dealers 
during the convention period, which sent raw material prices up. 

This year the market was in the midst of a lull caused by high 
prices and a falling off in orders. No one wanted to buy, and 
the chief interest was in speculation as to what would happen at 
the end of the lull. The business actually transacted during the 
week seems to have been almost negligible, 

The present conditions are being felt most by tissues and wrap- 
pings, while boards are not as firmly entrenched as they might be 
against a fall in the market. Users big and little of these lines 
are the first to make economies in paper, and at the present level 
of prices they find all sorts of economies worth while which would 
not be thought of in ordinary times. There has not been a 
“break” in prices yet, but it seems to be in the air, and everyone 
feels that at least there will be no possibility of an upward move- 
ment. It is also claimed that tissues are the weakest, and will be 
the first to feel a softening of the market. 

Board mills still claim to have orders for several months ahead, 
but with them as in the other lines affected orders have been fall- 
ing off of late, and prices are being shaded to attract enough busi- 
ness to keep up the present rate of production. At the pitch at 
which all the mills have been running for months in an effort to 
turn out paper as fast as it had been sold there is danger of over- 
production when ¢he demand falls to a lower level for any length 
of time. In order to keep up the demand board manufacturers 
will accept a smaller margin of profit than they are making now, 
supposedly, for they cannot turn their machines onto other lines 
as in the case of high-grade papers. 

News has been stiffening for some time, and transient rolls, af- 
fected for one thing by the New York World’s purchase of the 
High Falls news mill at Chateaugay, are quoted most frequently 
at 5%4 cents a pound. Curiously enough sheets and side runs have 
been falling off at the same time, in sympathy with the weakness 
of wrapping papers. 

Mechanical Pulp. 


There is continued firmness in the mechanical pulp market, and 
the cold spell through which the country has just been passing will 
no doubt be a factor in keeping down production. All mills report 
that they are well sold ahead on contracts. The commonest figure 
for ground wood at the mills seems to be about $42, with frequent 
mentions of higher prices. 


Chemical Pulp. 


The exigencies of near-war with Germany and the new sub- 
marine activities, whatever their ultimate result, are going to 
make pulp from abroad difficult to get into this country. If a

foreign supply does continue to come in it will be at a higher 
cost than formerly, and prices will naturally be higher. |: any 
case domestic pulp will be able to command good prices. The 
market is already becoming very stiff. Foreign bleached suphite 
is quoted at $9@10, but these figures are purely nominal, as there 
is none to be had. Unbleached has been going up, while soda 
pulp is as scarce as ever, 
Rags. 

The rag market is still very weak. Little purchasing is being 
done by the mills, and there has been a decline in prices all along 
the line. How far this decline will go is a question. It seems to 
be a fact that there is an oversupply of rags. If this is the case 
a lowering of prices will mean that many ragpickers will find 
their profession unprofitable, and will turn to other work. Then 
the reduction of supply will bring more stability. 

Bagging. 

Bagging has for some time been almost at a dead level. The 
market has not been very active, but it has been regular, which 
could not be said for either rags or old papers. Prices are re- 
ported firm on all grades of bagging and rope. Business has been 
done with mills right along, although there has been a slight lull 
in the past week. There is still some foreign bagging coming in. 


Old Papers. 


There has been a continued falling off in some lines of waste 
papers, notably in flat stock, but white shavings have also been 
affected to some extent. Manila papers, on the contrary, are very 
firm, and there has even been a slight rise in No. 1 old manila. 
Mixed papers are also firm, as there is a good demand for raw 
material among the board mills. News is rather scarce and shows 
little change. 


The Hill Clutch Company, large manufacturer of power trans- 
mission machinery, of Cleveland, Ohio, held another regular get- 
together meeting February 6 for all of the officials, superintendents 
and department heads.

ALUM.—Alum appears to be a little easier of late. Chrome 
alum is reported at 21@22c., while potash alum is quoted at 
5% @6c. per pound. Ammonia is unchanged at 4@4"%c. at present 
quotations. 

BLANC FIXE.—Makers of blanc fixe report no variations in 
this market, which is controlled by contract business on contract 
lasting from one year to two years. Prices per ton in carload lots 
are as follows: pure, $70@80; dry, $100@110; by-product, $50@60. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The unsettled conditions caused by 
our present diplomatic position have made the export market so 
uncertain that small export drums have fallen off, and have been 
followed by a decline in large drums. Quotations on large drums 
are now 4@4%c. a pound, and on small drums, 53¢@6c. a pound. 

BRIMSTONE.—The continuation of transportation difficulties, 
together with other factors of increased cost, have finally brought 
a new level.of quotations for brimstone. The large domestic de- 
mand continues to keep the producers busy. The new prices are 
$32.50 per long ton, New York basis; $33, Baltimore basis, and 
$35 for spot. 

CASEIN.—There is a continued which is 
in very good demand, both as regards foreign and domestic varie- 
ties. Domestic casein is being sold at 19@23c. a pound; French 
casein at 25@30c. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The market has become a little easier in 
caustic, but prices have not been affected so far. Spot brings 
44%4@4\%c. a pound for 76 per cent. flat. Future shipments are 
quoted by dealers at 4c. per pound. 

CHINA CLAY.—China clay enjoys a large and regular mar- 
ket, with no changes in price reported. On the different grades 
quotations range from $10 all the way to $17. 

ROSIN.—The rosin market has been unaffected by the present 
war situation. In view of the large demand evident in 
Europe, particularly England, and the fact that a revival of demand 
from Russia is expected soon, dealers are looking for a bull move- 
ment before the next crop. Quotations at New York on Paper 
makers’ grades are as follows: E, $6.50; F, $6.50; G, $6.50. 

SODA ASH.—There has been an easing off in soda ash in the 
last two weeks, as well as in caustic soda and bleach, caused by the 
uncertainty of the export market. Light 58 per cent. is quoted at 
around 2.80@2.95c. a pound flat. 

STARCH.—The following quotations are per hundred pounds 
for carload lots, freight prepaid to New York City: Globe Pearl 
starch bag $3.15, bbl. $3.24; Buffalo Pearl starch, bag $3.18,

Great Britain's Paper Imports 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, Ont., February 13, 1917.—Mr. Harrison Watson, Cana- 
dian trade commissioner in London, England, has sent a long and 
most comprehensive report on the foreign trade of the United 
Kingdom for the year 1916 to the department of trade and com- 
merce here. The report shows that Great Britain imported during 
that year material for. manufacturing paper valued at $40,660,500. 
This was an increase of such imports in 1915 of $9,911,245. The 


imports in the preceding year were valued at $30,759,255 

As for paper itself, Great Britain imported in 1916 paper worth 
$41,644,230, compared with imports of paper in the previous year 
of $33,236,340. There was an increase last year of $8,407,890 

Exports of paper making materials were valued at $2,694,645, 
compared with $3,342,015 in 1915, a decrease of $647,370. A much 
bigger comparison is shown in the exports of paper. There was 
an increase in such exports in 1916 over 1915 of $11,021,075. In 
1916 $25,994,710 worth of paper was exported. In 1915 the figures 
were $14,975,635. The increase is over 40 per cent. 

The figures given in connection with Great Britain’s imports of 
wood pulp are interesting in that they show the most remarkable 
increase in value of a ton of woodpulp over the previous year. 
For instance, in 1916 the United Kingdom imported from Norway 
18,453 tons of chemical dry bleached wood pulp, valued at $1,970,- 
490. In the preceding year the imports were 18,115 tons, 
little but the value was $900,000 less—$1,091,540.
